t influence of good bulls is seldom more vividly por- 
traved in a tabulation than in the case of this many times cham- 
pion and consistent contender for highest honors, all breeds show- 
ing, at so many outstanding exhibitions the past season. While 
the performance has been phenomenal, it has been nothing more 
than what might well be expected when the ancestral 
tree is carefully scrutinized. 

These winnings are directly traceable to the far- 
sighted, most excellent, judgment of the late premier 
breeder, W. A. McHenry, who so tenaciously stuck to 
the bidding until he could lay claim to the ownership of 
the 10th Laird of Estill, an act for which he wag many 
times severely criticized. Nevertheless, McHenry’s judg- 
ment has been amply supported through the performance 
of the progeny of this great bull, whose descendants con- 
tinue to predominate many of the show rings of today. 
When mated with Blackbird McHenry 13th the result was 
Baden Lad, who was the sire of three International 
grand champion cows, viz., Pride McHenry 73d, winner 
in 1909; Barbara McHenry 24th, winner in 1910; and 
Blackeap McHenry 88th, winner in 1913; and the great 
breeding bull, Protine, a son of Pride McHenry 42d, a 
daughter of the famous show buil, Bobbie Dobbs, a most success- 
ful sire for Mr. McHenry. 

Protine may well be considered as one of the key sires in this 
tabulation. Protine won six first prizes in 1910 and no less than 
four firsts in 1911. It was the early part of December, 1912, when 
Protine, following these splendid show yard winnings, was mated

with Krica McHenry 12th, (a daughter of Imp. Eliminator of Bal- 
lindalloch,) whose dam was by the 10th Laird of Estill. The out- 
come of this mating proved to be a bull—Earl Marshall, the King 
of All Sires in America whose show yard career was limited to 
1914 and 1915. During these young days he annexed many first 
prizes and was retired to the breeding pen to make breed 
history without a parallel. 

This brief preamble brings us up to the tabulation 
herewith presented and which speaks for itself. A hasty 
review of names as they appear here discloses the appear- 
ance of many International grand champion celebrities, 
viz., Blackcap Revolution, winner of that honor in 1923, 
who in turn produced three International grand champion 
sons. Next in the top line comes Glencarnock Revolu- 
tion 6th who sired Pure Pride of Page, the 1930 Inter- 
national grand champion cow, which, as many will re- 
member, was a particularly outstanding individual. His 
son, Blackbird Bandolier of Page, was one of the two top 
bulls in the Hartley show string when a yearling, chosen 
by ye scribe at the June picnic to be the better of the 
two even though popular sentiment on that occasion was 
in favor of the other calf. This bull, however, to us, bore 
the ear marks of developing into a great sire and breeding bull. 
He passed into the hands of the Edwards Brothers of Toronto who 
developed and showed him very successfully. These Canadian gen- 
tlemen have been playing havoc ever since at Chicago and Toronto 
whenever they bring forward a member of his get. It was in 1931 
that his Canadian bred son, Bandolier of Anoka [Turn to page 30

Hudson Valley, Pioneer Cattle Country, Restocks with Doddieg 


Lure of the hills and babbling brooks, fed 
by cold springs in the upper reaches of the 
beautiful Catskills, made it exceedingly 
easy to accept the “hand engraved” invita- 
tion of Manager Frank Richards, of Bethel 
Farms, to attend the first pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus auction ever to be held in the 
Hudson Valley country. While it is a long 
trip from Webster City to Pine Plains, it 
was on this occasion exceedingly pleasant 
because Carl Oldsen, club leader for the 
Iowa State Baby Beef club accepted an in- 
vitation to go along to watch the signs and 
highway signals. 

The approximately 1400 miles were nego- 
tiated in a trifle over two days travel. By 
working a bit over time Cleveland afforded 
the first resting place and Albany the next 
so it was not difficult to make a safe and 
sane Sunday morning landing at Bethel 
Farms scarcely before the boys had finish- 
ed the morning chores. The weather was 
ideal for driving and but very little flood 
water experienced because the farthest 
northern route had been selected in order to 
avoid those very conditions. Nevertheless on 
several occasions residences were observed 
sufficiently submerged that the water was 
running through the second story windows. 
Many farms in the lower valleys were com- 
pletely inundated and reports from further 
down state indicated that the high waters 
were creating havoc in many sections. 

On the day before we reached the apple 
section of Ohio, Pennsylvania and New 
York, a most destructive rain followed by 
heavy sleet completely ruined the orchards, 
in most instances crews were at work clear- 
ing the ground of all limbs and even stumps 
were being cleared away, preparatory pre- 
sumably for replanting this spring. This 
terrible storm it would seem has practically 
put this section out of a cash crop for some 
years, especially if the land is to be returned 
to apple production to which it seems to be 
so well adapted. 

After leaving the Chicago area the heavy 
traffic shifted from live stock trucks to 
huge trucks used exclusively for the trans- 
port of new automobiles. In fact these 
great trains run almost continuously day 
and night. A thing particularly noticeable 
to we cattle minded farmers from the mid- 
dle west was the apparent absence of cattle 
on the farms along Highway No. 20 which 
served as the main line of travel most of the 
way. Occasions where cattle were on feed 
were scarcely enough to mention that any 
had been seen. The dairy cattle of course 
were still held within the roomy barns pri- 
marily because the weather had not as yet 
been conducive to an increased milk flow 
by turning out. 


At a turn in the highway just beyond 
Geneva, New York, stands a fine large barn 
that houses the first group of Aberdeen- 
Angus cows that made their appearance in 
the Empire state. A brief stop divulged the 
fact that this was a part of the L. A. Col- 
ton herd. A snap shot made under not too 
good light conditions is shown at the bot- 
tom of this page. Note the depth of body 
displayed in these good breeding cows. A 
major portion of the group were of the 
same uniform makeup. This was the first 
and only stop between Webster City and 
Briarcliff Farms where Jimmy Ironside was 
busy with the Sunday morning chores. 
Greetings and a brief walk through the 
grassy paddock across from the barns where 
a few choice bullocks that are already on 
their way to the 1936 shows; several out- 
standing young bulls and some exceedingly 
attractive little heifers were enjoying the 
sun; constituted this Sunday morning so- 
journ at Briarcliff. 

Down the paving and up the winding 
roadway that led to the other side of the 
little mountains brought us quickly up at 
the site of the pioneer village of Bethel, a 
community of some fifteen or so houses that 
now form a part of Bethel Farms. At the 
wind in the highway is the home of Herds- 
man Dale Fletcher and his good wife who is 
secretary to Manager Richards. At this 
same place are the big cattle barns and just 
beyond on the banks of a beautiful little 
trout creek that flows through the pastures 
is Manager Richards’ home where prepara- 
tions had been made for our entertainment. 
After alighting and leaving with Mrs. Rich- 
ards instructions to prepare nose bags for 
two hungry westerners we returned to the 
barns. Col. A. W. Thompson, had already 
arrived and was being shown about the 
place. The Colonel and Frank joined our 
party and an immediate inspection of the 
sale cattle was made. Soon Mr. Jackson and 
his sister, Mrs. Tucker, joined the group. Be- 
fore the iots had all been visted the crowd 
had grown to a score or more visitors who 
were happily pleased with the surroundings 
and the cattle that had been selected for 
the sale. 

The crowd grew steadily all afternoon, 
men having come from several nearby 
states. Several carloads spent a part of the 
afternoon inspecting the sale bulls and the 
breeding cattle at Briarcliff. Manager 
Samuel Morrison came over to direct the 
tour and together with Herdsman Ironside

spring. They were of nice quality and i 
made. The surprising thing to us eae 
few in numbers, indicating that trade h i 
been good for this crop. There was a be . 
tiful lot of young heifers in one pen io 
of which will find their way into th, 
rings next fall. The young bulls being <i 
pared for show were haltered and rid “4 
out for inspection. Accompanying igs a pot 
shot of the good youngster Briarcliff Ep 
chanter 3d 488066 who had won his class “ 
the last International and looks like } 
would make trouble there again in 1936." 
_ A short way up the pike were the breed- 
ing cows, cut into groups of about sixt 
head each. There were four pens that 
showed plainly that someone who knew 
what he was doing had “cut” the groups 
In the first lot were sixty head of the 
sweetest cows that I had ever met in one 
lot. For the most part these were rich jn 
the bloodlines of Earl Marshall and Black. 
cap Revolution, a goodly portion of them 
the heifers themselves (and their direct des. 
cendants) that had been hand picked at the 
Harrison & Ryan farms in Iowa by our 
good friend the late William H. Pew. At 
pasture time these wonderful cows will be 
subdvided and mated with the good bulls at 
Briarcliff for the 1937 calf crop. Each pen 
of sixty cows had been as carefully select- 
ed and sorted for quality and general con- 
formation, and each in turn will be treated 
in about the same manner. By this time 
evening was at hand and the fireside at the 
Richards home was thoroughly enjoyed by 
Secretary Tomhave, Col. Thompson, C. ¢. 
Taylor, W. Alan McGregor, Kenneth Clark, 
Prof. Hinman, Carl Oldsen and myself. On 
the morrow was to be the great event, and 
it was a splendid success—the sale report is 
found elsewhere in this issue. 

The happiest soul at the Richards home is 
Frank’s daddy, who is getting the kick of 
his life out of associating with the good 
people of York State and the splendid black 
cattle at Bethel Farms. Already he has be- 
come “acclimated” and can tell for the truth 
how many tons of hay were cut from each 
field, and how many tons of corn ensilage 
came from each acre. Remember this chap is 
from Missouri and not California. 

Tuesday dawned, the sale cattle had near- 
ly all gone out. An early breakfast, anoth- 
er hasty look around the barns and Secre- 
tary Tomhave, Carl and myself clambered 
into Frank’s car for a swing down the val- 


ey.

‘ 30th all eyes cast anxious 
_ poder ge Hudson Valley country 
— Henry Jackson, the new owner re 
B thel Farms, Pine Plains, New York, an 
ae enthusiastic farm manager, Frank Rich- 
rds, had within the short space of a few 
ae builded sufficient courage to solicit 
the cooperation of members of the Dutchess 
ty Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Associa- 
—— the promotion of what was to be the 
first attempt in many years to hold a beef 
cattle auction in that section of the coun- 
try. Local residents had for the most part 
forgotten about the great New York Mills 
sale held many years ago in the vicinity of 
Millbrook when world history was made for 
the Reds, Whites and Roans. 

There were those skeptical of the possi- 
bility of holding a successful auction sale, 
primarily because of the general fear that 
there was an insufficient demand to absorb 
a consignment of sixty head. That such 
fears lacked fundamental grounding has 
been proven beyond any shadow of a doubt. 
As a matter of fact a more enthusiastic 
group of prospective | buyers seldom has 
assembled at a ringside. The folk down 
east are beef cattle hungry and well they 
may be for on this my third trip into the 
Hudson Valley I am more than ever im- 
pressed with the necessity for beef cattle 
to round out a well balanced program for 
agriculture. Whether Mr. Jackson selected 
March 30th as the date, through the mysti- 
fying science of numerology, as best adapt- 
ed to a successful sale is of course beside 
the issue. Never the less be that as it may, 
the day was perfect and the crowd that as- 
sembled as congenial and confident in the 
outcome of the sale as any owner might 
wish. 

That the farmers and breeders of New 
York did not intend to allow this splendid 
offering of breeding cattle to be scattered 
to the four winds is plainly and emphatical- 
ly evidenced in the fact that only eighteen 
head of the sixty-two sold were permitted 
to go to outside states. When Col. A. W. 
Thompson, of Lincoln, Nebraska, mounted 
the rostrum to announce to those in the well 
packed sale pavilion that he was about to 
start something, his heart was palpitating 
at a rather rapid pace for believe me he was 
not so sure about the final outcome himself. 
The visitors had been rather reticent in ex- 
pressing their ambitions and contrary to 
the wary crowds that pack Western sale 
rings, these good people were exceedingly 
interested and impressed with the perform- 
ance that was about to begin. So we are 
not surprised at the Colonel’s anxiety on 
this occasion. 
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The eighteen head that were permitted to 
go out of state were divided amongst eight 
states, viz: New Jersey, Virginia, Maryland, 
Illinois, Iowa, Wisconsin, Tennessee and 
Mississippi. Mr. J. S. Williams, of Old Chat- 
ham, New York, took this opportunity to 
select for a new herd foundation some nine- 
teen head of splendid young heifers. Dr. R. 
M. Vose, of Ithaca, and K. C. Hogate, of 
Pawling, New York, bought in the next 
highest numbers. The remainder of the 
offering was well scattered over the state. 

The Ehlers Brothers, of Lamoille, Illinois, 
had come to take the tops of the female 
offering and succeeded in procuring the top 
cow, Briarcliff Elba 12th by Black King of 
Briarcliff and out of a daughter of Black- 
cap Revolution at $420.00.

Bethel—a ‘Pioneer Gi ommunity 


Beautiful Valley Resounds to the Lowing of the Kine

torm comes calm, and during

i h is my case now. With the first Aber- 
- -Angus sale in Dutchess County, New 
= a thing of history, we tind that we 
= able to give some close study to the 
po herd that was acquired by Bethel Farm 
from the famous herd of cattle that 
Sy been maintained at Briarcliff Farms. 
The name Briarcliff has meant superior 
uality beef to these Eastern folk and 
breeders from all sections of the country 
have come to respect the cattle that are pro- 
duced at this farm, whenever they come in 


‘ompetition with them. 

“as visited many herds in all parts of 
the country there developed in me a pecul- 
jar curiosity about the origin and breeding 
in back of those herds. Maybe some of my 
breeder friends are wondering what the 
setup is nere at Bethel Farms and for that 
reason I am going to try and relate what 
1 have found up to date. 

Bethel Farm Inc., is owned by Mr. Henry 
H. Jackson, who for about eight years op- 
erated the Homestead Farms Inc., at Storm- 
ville. New York. Bethel consists of about 
1400 acres of the best farm land in this 
Eastern section. The farm takes its name 
from the old community of Bethel. ‘Three 
grave-yards whose stones date back to the 
late 1700’s give evidence of the once busy 
little hamlet that is now part of the farm. 
New life has come to the old town. Mr. 
Jackson has repaired all the houses and 
barns and all the people that work on the 
farm are now a part of the community life, 
that for many years had near passed into 
decay. The oldest stone marking the rest- 
ing place of one of the early settlers is 
that of Andrew Row, dated June 8, 1784. 
It seems that Bethel is once more glad to 
be the scene of activity and those of us that 
are here to carry on the early tradition of 
the old place are proud to honor this re- 
markable past by clearing up the old burial 
grounds and going ahead mindful of the 
record that had been made long ago. 

It was the aim of Mr. Jackson to carry 
on with a program similar to that started 
at Briarcliff. There were 180 of the tops 
of the Briarcliff cow herd that were trans- 
ferred to his ownership and we were to have 
the pick of eight of the stock bulls in ser- 
vice at that farm. When I reached the 
farm I found that Briarcliff Blackman 2d, 
was running with the cow herd at Bethel. 
This bull is a son of Revelerica by Blackcap 
Revolution and is proving a sire of real type 
and quality. At the 1935 International we 
purchased for Mr. Jackson, Briarcliff Mar- 
iner, that stood next in class to the grand 
champion and is a son of the 1930 grand 
champion Eventuation of Page by Eventu- 
ation by Faultless Pass. Briarcliff Kaptiff 
2d, a summer yearling son of the 1928 In- 
ternational grand champion was also pur- 
chased at that time, and took place along 
with two other sons of this bull, Briarcliff 
Blackmere 2d, first prize three year old at 
Chicago in 1933 and Briarcliff Berbarian 
12th the first prize senior calf in 1934 at 
the International. Briarcliff Barbarion 8th, 
first prize senior yearling in 1933 will also 
See service in the Bethel herd. This group 
of bulls makes it possible for us to own 
four of the first prize group of five bulls 
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at Chicago in 1933 and 1934. Briarcliff 
Burgomaster 9th, sire of the world record 
price steer at $11.15 also comes to our herd 
and Boxer of Briarcliff by the great Briar- 
cliff Protestor will round out what we think 
is a truly great lot of herd bulls. 

Great bulls need cows of real merit and 
in the selection for this herd we think we 
were most fortunate in the cows selected. 
Those that fancy the Earl Marshall strain 
will be interested to know that we have 
but one cow by the old king himself. 
Daughters of his International Grand cham- 
pion sons are as follows: Blackcap Revolu- 
tion, seven; Black Marshall 11th, three; Bar 
Marshall, one. There are one each by Bar 
Marshall 7th, Erwin Marshall and Blackcap 
Revolution Again, all sons of Earl Marshall. 
The sons of Blackcap Revolution are well 
represented; six cows are by the 1928 In- 
ternational Grand Champion, Revolution of 
Page 2d; two by Glencarnock Revolution 
6th, sire of the 1930 International grand 
champion female and first prize get of sire; 
eleven by Glencarnock Revolt, sire of the 
1927 International grand champion female; 
nine by Revelerica; fourteen by Edward 
Glencarnock; five by Glencarnock Revolu- 
tion; three by Glencarnock Revolution 23d; 
two by Black Revolution and one each by 
Glencarnock Revolution 17th, Glencarnock 
Revolution 2d, Revolution Earl 2d and Ed- 
ward Glencarnock 2d. Other grandsons of 
Earl Marshall listed as sires are Espoir of 
Glencarnock with three, Earlston by Earl- 
wood with two, and one by Paul Marshall 
by the 1921 International grand Champion 
Prince Marshall. 

More International championship blood- 
lines come through the other popular blood- 
lines of Faultless Pass by Black Pass by 
Black Peer by Prince Ito 2d; Blackcapmere 
38th, a grandson of Prizemere 9th and 
Blackmere 16th by Prizemere 9th; Permit 
9th by Hileenmere 4th; Burgessmere by 
Eileenmere 15th; Blackmere 4th by Oak- 
ville Quiet Lad; Erdman by Baden Lad by 
10th Laird of Estill; Barbara’s Ensign by 
Ensign of Page; Black Star Atlas and En- 
late by Erwin C. With such bloodlines it 
is reasonable to expect that this herd should 
take its place along with some of the great 
producing herds of the country. 

Middle western breeders will no doubt be 
interested to know that we have a 4-H baby 
beef club with forty-three steers entered 
this year, all Aberdeen-Angus. While many 
breeders were a bit skeptical about the out- 
come of our first public sale, at the conclu- 
sion they were agreed that it had been a 
good thing for the county and the average 
of $220 was satisfactory. 

Dutchess County is very productive. 
While long years of cropping have taken a 
lot out of the soil, a good crop rotation con- 
taining clovers is fast building the soil back. 
Silage corn on these farms last year made 
20 tons to the acre and the meadows, made 
up of a seeding of 6 quarts red clover, 2 
quarts alsike, 2 quarts alfalfa and 4 quarts 
timothy made better than four tons of hay 
per acre. Pastures are a bit later and it will 
be about May 1 before we turn out this 
year. Pasture improvement is an import- 
ant step in Eastern agriculture. The pas- 
tures are clipped at least once each year 
and the application of superphosphate has 
worked much benefit. The cow herd at 


Bethe] has been wintered on silage and hay 
and under the supervision of Dale Fletcher 
and Roland Ehlers will go out to pasture 
fat. The winter calves have been allowed to 
run to creeps with a mixture of oats and 
cracked corn. 

Beef cattle seem to have a definite place 
in Eastern agriculture and Aberdeen-Angus 
have proven that they will meet the de- 
mands of a very critical select-beef con- 
suming public. There seems to be a great 
future for the breed in this section. We 
feel that we have come East at a time 
when the business is on a decided upturn 
and we hope to be able to develop with it. 
The folks down East are keenly interested 
in the better beef movement. They are in- 
terested in getting a lot of their crop lands 
back to grass and are coming to learn that 
the beef cow is best adaptable to such a 
program. We feel right at home with these 
cow-minded folks and we hope that all of 
you that we contacted in our travels over 
the cornbelt will find time and take the op- 
portunity of dropping in to see us. 

[Note :—The Journal is particularly pleased to have 
this bit of interesting news concerning the establish- 
ment of what we believe will be one of the dominant 
Aberdeen-Angus herds in the East within a very 
short while. Now that Frank Richards and his daddy 
have become so intimately identified with the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed Journal readers will be pleased to 
hear from him often.]

indicate an active demand for Aberdeen-Angus bulls. While many of these bulls are 
being purchased for use in pure bred herds many more are purchased to be used in com- 
mercial herds. The use of these bulls in commercial herds will result in many more 
Aberdeen-Angus feeder cattle becoming available for the American feed lot. With more 
Aberdeen-Angus feeders available the demand will also be stimulated because there 
are many cattle feeders who have had no experience in feeding black cattle. Once they 
have tried the blacks they will appreciate the splendid qualities of the Aberdeen-Angus for 
feeding purposes anl continue feeding them. In this connecticn a word of warning 
might not be out of place; namely, every breeder should aim to properly deveiop the 
bulls that are sold to these new buyers. Well developed pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bu.ls of 
the right type and quality in the hands of these new buyers will do much to further 
popularize the Aberdecen-Angus breed for commercial beef production. 


Registration and Transfer Certificates to New Buyers: 


Some of our breeders have been following the practice of ‘furnishing new buyers only 
with an application for registry aad transfer at the time the cattle are sold. This prac- 
tice has led to con‘usicn and misunderstanding. In many cases these new buyers did 
not examine these application blanks and assumed that further handling on their part 
was unnecessary. When they were ready to apply for the registration of the offspring 
from these cattle they discovered that the cattle had never been recorded nor had the 
ownership been transferred upon the records of the Association. This naturally resulted 
in confusion and dissatisfaction, If pure bred cattle are sold on this basis to new buyers 
it should be clearly stated that the cattle have not been recorded and in order to secure 
the certificates of rezistry and transfer the application blanks must be mailed to the Associ- 
ation office with the proper fees. 


The Show Season: 


It will be only a few months before the first of the summer and fall fairs will be 
held. These vary in size from small county fairs to the state and national shows. These 
fairs are regarded as the show windows of the county, state or nation. The attendance 
naturally varies with the size and importance of the institution. It therefore offers an ex- 
cellent opportunity to display the type of cattle produced by the breeders in the county 
or state. Every Aberdeen-Angus breeder should assume the responsibility of seeing that 
his breed is represented at his local fair. It may not be possible to show a full herd, 
but there is hardly a vreeder who does not have a few cattle in his herd that are good 
enough to form the nucleus of a good exhibit. Contacts can be made with prospective 
purchasers at these fairs that can not be made in any other way.
